DRAFTED MEN CHEERED 


Soldiers. Sailors, 
Civil War Veterans Take 
Part in Pageant. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Typify- 
ing the spirit of the nation sending 
forth its sons to battle, the capital 
gave itself over this afternoon to a 
great public demonstration in which 
President Wilson, Congress and all 
the heads of the Government de- 
partments were leaders. 

The place of honor in a procession 
between Peace Monument at the foot 
of the Capitol, to the White House. 
was reserved for the 1400 drafted 
men comprising the District of Co- 
lumbia’s first contribution to the na- 
tional army. Led by President Wil- 
son and escorted by Senators and 
Representatives, sailors, soldiers and 
marines, men of the officers’ train- 
ing camp at Tort Myer and thou- 
sands of their fellow citizens, the na- 
tional army men marched between 
lines of checring thousands,.bidding 
them Godspeed on the first steps of 
their journey to France. 

The Civil War veterans of the Sen- 
ate had a place of honor. Senators 
Warren and Nelson of the Union 
army and Senators Bankhead and 
Martin of the Confederate army 
marched together, but there was only 
one flag fluitering above them—the 
Stars and Stripes. 

All Government offices, closed for 
the occasion, poured out their thou- 
sands to join the procession. Busi- 
ness houses were closed for the time. 

At the White House reviewing 
stand a party of foreign diplomts 
and other officials assembled, to wait 
for the President’s coming at the 
head of the procession and to join 
him in reviewing it. 

The House was tied by Speaker 
Champ Clark and “Uncle Joe” Can 
non, both of whom refused to ride. 

As the van of the column reached 
the White House the President en- 
tered the reviewing stand. With him 
was Viscount Ishii, special Am- 
Lassador from Japan, and the mem- 
bérs of the Japanese mission, the 
French Ambassedor and Mme. Jus- 
serand, the Mexican Ambassador and 
Senora Bonillas, and other members 
of the diplomatic corps. 


30,000 Drafted Men Parade Through 


New Yory. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Thirty 
thousand drafted men parade. 
through the centers of the borougts 
here today. In Manhattan, Brook- 
lyn and The Bronx citizens thronged 
the lines of march and cheered the 
national army as enthusiastieally and 
affectionately as last week they gave 
former national guardsmen Godspeed 
to federal service at Spartansburg 
South Carolina. 

At the head of the Manhattan p2 
rade up Fifth avenue marched Mayor 
Mitchel. The column was led by 
mounted police and the police band, 
followed by 35 policemen and 25 
firemen who have been drafted.

BE SOLD FOR DEBTS TODAY 


Bills Aggregating $1018 Viled in 
Bankruptcy Court Against Owners 
of Once Popular Excursion Boat. 


Stranded on the banks of bank- 
ruptcy and broken by heayy finan- 
cial breakers, the Belle of the Bends, 
once the most popular St. Louls ex- 
cursion steamer, was up for sale un- 
der the hammer today to satisfy 
debts aggregating $1018.01, of which 
$211.85 was a beer bil. 

Besides the Independent Brew- 
eries Co., the other creditors and 
their claims were ©. J. and F. E. 
Briner, engineers, $748.05, and the 
St. Louis Architectural Iron Co., 
$68.11. 

The Belle of the Bends was pur- 
chased at New Orleans and brought 
into the St. Louis excursion trade in 
1912 by the St. Louis Excursion and 
Packet Co., capitalized at $25,000. 
The officers and _ principal stock- 
holders of the company are Herman 
Gidionsen, a former grocer; Theo- 
dore Priehof, a grocer, and Jacob F. 
Hellrung. a furniture. dealer. 

“Helirung and Prieshoff today re- 
fused to discuss the failure of their 
venture as steamboatmen. “It's a 
sid experience and I want to forget 
it,” said Prieshoff.

NEGRO TROOPS IN 
EVERY CAMP OF 
NATIONAL ARMY 


One Regiment to Be Sent to 
Each Cantonment, If the Men 
Are Available. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—How 
color lines have been ignored in the 
assignment of negro troops in the 
drafted sections of the national ariny 
is revealed in general orders issued 
today, showing the War Depart- 
ment’s intention to apportion the 
negro troops evenly where possible 
in all cantonmentg. The order pro- 
vides that in every cantonment there 
shall be one negro infantry regimcnt, 
where sufficient personnel is avali- 
able. 

Protests have been made against 
quartering negro troops in certain 
parts of the South, but no mouirfica- 
tion has been made. ° 

The order is taken as an indication 
of what the War Department will do 
in disposing of similar regiments tn 
national guard camps.

President Aims at Disarmament 
of Germans, Declares 
Vienna Diplomat. 


KUEHLMANN IN VIENNA 


Berlin Foreign Secretary and 
Count Czernin Discussing Re- 
ply to Go to Pope. 


BERLIN, Monday, Sept. 3, via 
London, Sept. 4.—A dispatch from 
Budapest says the Pester Lloyd gives 
proniinence to a long statement ema- 
nating from an inspired diplomatic 
source at Vienna in which the atti- 
tude of Auseria-Hungary and Ger- 
many toward President Wilson's 
reply to the Pope is set forth as fol- 
lows: 

“President Wilson and the entente 
are alone responsible for the terrible 
occasioned by the 
frustration of the Pope’s efforts on 
behalf of peace. Complete disarma- 
ment of the German peoples is in 
fact the aim of Mr. Wilson. 

“The suggestion that the undimin- 
ished military strength of Germany 
be disrupted in’ this way is not 
‘new. That strength is based essen- 
tially on unity among the people, 
army and Government.” 

The declaration then endeavors 
to establish an error in Mr. Wilsonds 
interpretation of German conditions 
and says: 

“President Wilson will never 
achieve his goal. The artificial 
pathos of his notes and addresses 
will never induce the German people 
to relinquish that stage in their his- 
torical development which it has 
laboriously reached merely for the 
purpose of relapsing into a system 
of impotent and helpless small states, 
Lor will it permit itself to be tempted 
into committing a breach of faith 
against its rulers. 

“The demand for a cheap democ- 
ratization of Germany is alto a time- 
worn device of its enemies. 

“The German Foreign Secretary, 
Baron von Kuehlmann, always a 
welcome and most estimable guest, 
today is sojourning in Vienna. Mr. 
Wilson may rest assured that the 


discussing the establishment of new 
constitutions or forms of govern- 
metn fashioned after American pat- 
terns and dictates.”’ 

LONDON, Sept. 4.—The peace 
proposals of Pope Benedict will not 
meet with a rebuff on the part of the 
centrals Powers, according to the 
Liudapest newspaper Az Est, as quot- 
ed in a Central News dispatch from 
Amsterdam. This newspaper Says it 
learns from a diplomatic source that 
the Pope’s note and the Polish prob- 
lem form the main Subjects of the 
deliberations now under way be- 
tween Dr. von Kuehlmann, the Ger- 
man Foreign Secretary, who is now 
in Vienna, and Count Czernin, the 
Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister. 
The central Powers will make sepa- 
rate replies to the Pope, Setting forth 
the principles arrived at these delib- 
erations. As for the Polish question, 
it is said no decision can be reached 
at the present.

MRS. O'KEEFFE 
LOSES HER SUIT 
AGAINST MOYER 


Charge of Common Assault, 
Made as Result of Auto Trip 
Into County, Fails. 


George Moyer, sales manager for 
the Brown Shoe Co., today was ac- 
quitted by Justice of the Peace Gar- 
rett at Florissaiit of a charge of com- 
mon assault brought against him by 
Mrs. Leona O'Keefe, wife of Daniel 
J. O’Keefe of 5578 Clemens @venue. 
The case ha@ been under advisemnt 
since Aug. 25. 

After handing down his decision 
Justice Garrett said he. was consid- 
ering the advisability of calling the 
attention of the St. Louis County 
grand jury to a typewritten letter, 
signed with a typewritten name, 
which he received Sept. 1, urging 
him to “inflict severe punishment on 
Moyer.” This letter, he said, was 
plainly an effort to influence his 
mind and interfere with justice. He 
refused to divulge the name signed 
to it. 

Statement by the Justice. 

In deciding against Mrs. O’Keeffe, 
who alleged she was attacked by 
Moyer after an automobile visit to 
a roadhouse, Justice Garrett said: 

“T have carefully considered the 
evidence and the circumstances of 
this case and I have concluded that 
a lady going to these dinners at a 
wine garden can have no better 
friend than her husband and like- 
wise a man can have no better friend 
than his wife if she can accompany 
him.’’ 

Testimony had shown that Moyer’s 
wife was in San Antonio, Tex., at the 
time of the alleged attack and that 
Mrs. O'Keeffe'’s husband was in St. 
Louis. 

Justice Garrett assessed the costs 
of the case against Mrs. O'Keeffe 
with the comment that she was 
“without probable cause of action.” 


The incidents complained of by 


‘Mrs. O'Keeffe were alleged to have 


occurred the night of July 16, at dif- 
ferent points on the St. Charles Rock 
road, when she was one of four 
members of an automobile party 
which stopped at a roadhouse at 
Carsonville for dinner, and then 
drove out the Natural Bridge road 
to its intersection with the St. 
Charles Rock road. Mrs. O'’Keeffe’s 
companions on the trip were Arthur 
Biggerstaff of the Brown Shoe Co., 
Miss Lilian Herzog and Moyer. 
Testimony of Mrs. O’ Keeffe. 


In her testimony Mrs. O’Keeffe 
declared that Moyer began annoying 
her at the dinner at the roadhouse, 
and that at three different points on 
the road during the drive he had the 
car stopped. She exhibited at the 
trial her clothing which she said she 
had worn on the trip, and said that 
the rents in the black silk dress and 
other garments were made by Moyer. 
She declared that Miss Herzog en- 
couraged Moyer, who ceased the at- 
tacks only when she threatened to 
tell her husband and have him 
square issues with Moyer.

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ST. LOUIS HAS COOLEST 
SUMMER IN YEARS 


June, July and August Marked 
by Lack of Extremely 
Hot Days. 


This year’s three months of sum- 
mer—June, July and August—were 
among the coolest that St. Louis has 
experienced in recent years. They 
were much more comfortable than 
the corresponding periods in 1916,a 
year that was not marked by great 
torridity. 


The highest temperature recorded 
this year was 96 on July. 13. JVast 
year the mercury climbed ‘io 99 in 
that month. The average for the 
month this year was 79 degrees, 5 re- 
grees cooler than July of 1916. 

Similar conditions prevailed in 
the other two months. *The 
average temperature for the month 
just passed was 75.3 degrees, 2 de- 
grees less than the mean for August, 
1916. The highest temperature in 
August of this year was 94 degrees, 
on the 5th. In August, 1916, the 
maximum was 2 degrees higher. 

Last June the average temperature 
was 71.5, while the mean tempera- 
ture for that month in 1916 was 75.1.

150 GUNS TAKEN 
BY THE GERMANS IN 
ADVANCE AT RIGA 


City Was Found Afire in Many 
Places When Teutons 
Troops Arrived. 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 4.— 
Several thousand Russians were tak- 
en prisoner by the Germans in tbeir 
advance in the Riga region, army 
headquarters announced today. More 
than 150 guns were captured by the 
terman forces in the Great Jaegel 
district. 

The city of Riga was on fire at 
many points when it was taken by 
the German forces, the statement an- 
nounces, 

The announcement says: 

“Army group of Prince Leopold— 
After two days of fighting the army 
under the leadership of Infantry Gen. 
von Hutier yesterday took from the 
west and southeast, the city of Riga, 
which was ablaze at many points. 
Our experienced fighters everywhere 
broke down the Russian resistance 
and in an impetuous forward thrust 
overcame every obstacle presented 
by the woods and marshes. The Rus- 
sians very hurriedly evacuated their 
extensive bridgehead west of the 
Dvina and Riga and our divisions 
now stand before the mouth of the 
Dvina. 

“Dense masses of troops are 
crowding along the roads from Riga 
in a northeasterly direction, in both 
day and night marchers. 

“South of the great road and on 
both sides of the Great Jaegel strong 
Russian forces were thrown against 
our troops in desperate and sanguli- 
nary attacks to cover the withdrawal 
of the defeated Twelfth army. They 
were overcome by our assaults, and 
the great road has been reached at 
several points by our divisions. Some 
thousands of Russians were made 
prisoners and more than 150 guns 
and countless war materials were 
captured. The battle near Riga is 
another glorious page in the history 
of the German army.” 


Russian Official. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 4.—The Rus- 
Sian retirement in the Riga region 
is being continued along the coast 
in a northeasterly direction, the War 
Office announced today. 

In the Kull district the Russians 
are retiring northward, having been 
dislodged by the Germans in the 
great Jaegel River region. 

Hostile ships are shelling the Riga 
coast, the announcement adds.

“The vicinity of Calais and Dun- 
kirk was visited last night by Ger- 
man aviators, who threw down 
bombs. Calais reports that several 
persons were either killed or wound- 
ed. In the environs of Luneville and 
in the country to the north of Nancy, 
there were also visits from enemy 
airplanes.

LONDON, Sept. 4.—‘The enemy's 
artillery showed great activity during 
the night northeast of Ypres,” says 
today’s official statement. “We ad- 
vanced our lines slightly northwest 
of St. Julien. We carried out a suc- 
cessful raid last night directly north 
of Lens. Our troops killed a number 
of Germans and captured several 
prisoners. A hostile raiding party 
was driven off south of La Bassee.” 

The official report last night said: 

“Last night our airplanes dropped 
over three tons of bombs on the en- 
enmy’s airdromes with good results. 
In the air fighting one German ma- 
chine was brought down and one was 
driven down out of control; one of 
ours is missing.” 


Turks Press Back the Russians in 
Northwestern Persia.

Riga Evacuated by Civilian Popula- 
tion Three Weeks Ago. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Riga 
was evacuated by the civilian popula- 
tion and foreign Consuls three weeks 
ago. This was the news contained 
in official dispatches received here 
and surrounded with much mystery 
at the time. 

Official reiteration was made today 
by Secretary Lansing of confidence 
in the strength of Russia. The evac- 
uation of Riga was characterized asa 
development about which it was in:-- 
possible to predict just what effect 
it would have, although the inclina- 
tion was to assume that it would net 
greatly impair or alter the situation 
since other lines of defenses re- 
mained. 


Two Bavarian Divisions Reported 
Sent to Isonzo Front. 

GENEVA, Sept. 4.—A_ dispatch 
from Innsbruck says that after sev- 
eral urgent appeals, Field Marsh:xl 
von Hindenburg has consented to 
send two divisions of Bavarian troops 
from the Russian to the Isonzo front 
to strengthen the Austrian defense.

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BUYING OF WHEAT 
AND RYEIS BEGUN 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Edward M. Flesh, Food Adminis- 
tration Representative in St. 
Louis, Opens Offices. 


The United States Food Adminis- 
tration Grain Corporation today be- 
gan buying or directing the buying 
and distribution of wheat and rye 
throughout the country. 

Owing to a delay in completing 
voluntary agreements with millers. 
Government control of grain will no‘ 
become fully effective until next 
Monday. During these five business 
days millers may purchase wheat at 
such prices as they ma yfeel inclined 
to pay, but after this week the Gov- 
ernment price of $2.20 a bushel at 
basis points will become effective 

Edward M. Flesh, second vice 
president of the United States Food 
Administration Grain Corporation in 
charge of the St. Louis district, em- 
bracing nine states, officially opened 
his offices in the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building today and announced he 
was ready to begin buying grain. 
The Government will pay $2.18 a 
bushel for No. 1 red wheat and $2.15 
for No. 2 red wheat at St. Louis, 
these prices being two cents below 
the basis price of $2.20 a bushel at 
Chicago. 

Spirit of Co-operation. 

Flesh said the spirit of co-opera- 
tion shown by the millers through- 
out his district, which includes Mis- 
eouri, Oklahoma, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Alabama, Georgia, Florida 
and North and South Carolina, was 
wonderful. Everywhere, he said, the 
millers were eager to co-operate with 
the Government to help it win the 
war against Germany. 

Flesh has been busy for. several 
weeks perfecting an organization ‘o 
control the wheat and rye in his dis- 
trict. All elevators and grain ware- 
houses and mills of more than 100 
barrels capacity must obtain licenses 
from the Government in order to vio 
business, and practically all such 
establishments have made applica- 
tions for their licenses. Through the 
co-operation of the railroads, Flesh 
has obtained the names and ad- 
dresses of all grain dealers, eleva- 
tors and warehouses in the nine 
states over which he has control. 

Railroads Lend Aid. 

He said W. S. McChesney, presi- 
dent of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, had rendered his office an 
invaluable service by writing to the 
president of every railroad in the 
nine states and asking them to fur- 
nish the names of the grain men. 
Between 60 and 75 railroad presi- 
dents promptly complied with the re- 
quests, Flesh said. 

Under the law, no wheat or rye 
may be stored in‘any elevator or 
warehouse by any individual or pri- 
vate corporation for more than 30 
days. In some instances the Govern- 
ment will not actually buy the grain, 
unless developments should make it 
necessary, but it will direct all buy- 
ing and distribution. Government

War Declared on Russia. 

On the first of August at 5 p. m. 
the order for mobilization was given 
and at 7:10 p. m. war was declared 
by Germany on Russia, the Kaiser 
proclaiming from the balcony of the 
palace that “he knew no parties 
more.” 


Of course, during these days the 
population of Berlin was greatly ex- 
cited. Every night great crowds of 
people paraded the streets singing 
“Deutsthland Ueber Alles” and de- 
manding war. Extras, distributed 
free, were issued at frequent inter- 
vals by the newspapers, and there 
was a genera! feeling among the Ger- 
mans that their years of preparation 
would now bear fruit, that Germany 
would conquer the world and impose 
its “kultur’’ upon all nations.

ERZBERGER 10 ASK 
FOR GOVERNMENT 
BY THE REICHSTAG 


Wilson’s Reply to 
Pope Inspires Centrist Leader 
to Make Demands. . 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Amsterdam says: 

“According to reliable information 
President Wilson’s reply to Pope 
Senedict’s peace proposal has made 
a profound impression in politicai 
circles in Germany. Mathias Erz- 
berger, member of the Clerical Cen- 
ter of the Reichstag, who believes he 
is backed by a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag, is expected at 
the next sitting of the Main Commit- 
tee of that body to demand lezgisla- 
tion for the immediate introduction 
of a Government respgnsible to the 
Reichstag and the abandonment by 
the Government of its plea of inabil- 
ity to act regarding Alsace-Lorraine, 
to the extent of proposing that the 
decision regarding the allegiance of 
these territories shall be left to their 
inhabitants. It is expected also he 
will advocate general disarmament 
after the war. 

“It is considered possible the 
Reichstag will be dissolved soon 
after it reassembles and general elec- 
tions will be ordered. 

“Of noteworthy interest is the 
statement of Dr. Eduard David, So- 
cialist leader of the Reichstag, in 
yesterday's Vorwaerts, the German 
Socialist organ. Dr. David maintains 
that the Reichstag has constitutional] 
means of enforcing its will, as no gov- 
ernment can continue to rule against 
its veto. He says new elections, in 
which the soldiers at the front would 
participate would clearly show how 
the Ship of state must be steered. He 
says he confidently expects a crush- 
ing defeat of the pan-Germans and 
annexationists.” 

Reichstag to Devote Its Next Session 
to Question of Peace. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 4.—Accord- 
ing to the most reliable authority 
the next session of the German 
Reichstag will be devoted exclusively 
to the question of peace. 

The majority has decided to chal- 
lenge the statement of the Govern- 
ment regarding its minimum peace 
program and it is said the Govern- 
ment will yieid with a view to peace 
negotiations before Christmas. 

The Germain Government, accord- 
ing to this authority, favors the 
plenipotentiaries meeting either at 
The Hague, 4t Berne or at Copen- 
hagen, but preferably The Hague. 

The Volks Zeitung of Leipsig, Sax- 
ony, an independent Socialist paper, 
says in reference to President Wil- 
son's reply to Pope Benedict: 

“The German people, for the sake 
of its own interests, must demand 
democratization of its political in- 
stitutions, and must repudiate the 
cherished argument of the Conserva- 
tives and Pan-Germans that these 
demands must be abandoned because 
they are made by enemy countries. 
Liberal development is urgently 
necessary for political reasons which 
are purely internal. If it shou!d 
have the effect, moreover, of clear- 
ing away one obstacle to peace—a, 


pretext to which enemy governments 
@ling for their refusal to enter into 
peace negotiations—that is no rea- 
son why the demands should be 
abandoned. Although President Wil- 
son’s reply has destroyed hopes, it 
must not produce hopelessness.” 


Bremen Merchants, Indignant at Re- 
ply to Pope, Pledge Loyal- 
ty to Kaiser. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 4.—Accord- 
ing to advices received here from 
Bremen, President Wilson’s reply to 
Pope Benedict’s peace proposal was 
the oceasion of a demonstration on 
the bourse there yesterday. After a 
speech by Herr Fabrius, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce. it was 
resolved to send a resolution of loyal- 


ty to the Emperor.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 4.—T. 
Stauning, Socialist member of the 
Danish Cabinet and a Minister of the 
Parliament, finds much to approve 
in President Wilson’s reply to the 
Pope’s peace proposal. In a state- 
ment to the Associated Press, Minis- | 
ter Stauning said: 

“President Wilson's answer to the 
Pope’s message is a highly promising 
sign and I see from it what I had 
expected, that Mr. Wilson does not 
wish the war to be continued to the 
end where there will be victors and 
defeated. 

“The paragraph of President Wil- 
son's words which opposes a viola- 
tion of the people’s sovereignty, the 
imposing of indemnities, the split- 
ting up of countries and the making 
of an egoistic and economic war wil] 
be read with joy by everyone wish- 
ing a happy and lasting peace. I[ 
hope that Mr. Wilson’s wise utter- 
ances may find echo and show their 
influence in other belligerent coun- 
tries.

Enrollment Estimated by City 
Superintendent at 81,000; 
Total Likely to Exceed 
100,000. 


The school bells rang this morning 
for St. Louis children in both public 
and parochial schools. They were 
not the old-fashioned bells that hang 
in a cupola and are pulled by a rope. 
but electric gongs in hallways, or, 
in a few cases, an equally noisy din- 
ner bell in the school janitor’s hund. 

Supt. Withers estimated the pros- 
pective number of public school chil- 
dren as 81,000 Last year’s opening 
Cay attendance, 80,249, was snia.ler 
than that of the first day of tne year 
before, but this is believed to hve 
been because opening day last year 
was hot and no session was held 
in the afternoon. 


Last year’s attendance, counting 
every pupil who enrolled, was 100,- 
512. This was an increase over pre- 
vious years, and the Superintendent 
expects another increase “this year, 
but it is too early for estimates on 
this total. 

The teaching force of the public 
schools comprises 2538 principals 
and teachers. The institutions 
where they serve are the Teachers’ 
College, Junior High School, six high 
schools, two open-air schools, one 
school for the deaf, 114 elementary 
schools and 168 kindergartens, most 
of them housed in the elementary 
school buildings. 

The Junior High School, which 
occupies the former Smith Academy 
buildings on Von Versen avenue, 
west of Union boulevard, was opened 
today for teachers, but the pupils 
did not appear there. They went to 
their former schools, and were as- 
signed to report at the Junior High 
School tomorrow. It is for seventh 
and eighth grade pupils.

STUDY JAPANESE 


Part of Australian Plan to Extend 
Trade Relations. 

SYDNEY, Australia, Sept. 4.—~The 
cadets at Australia’s ‘“‘West Point,” 
the Royal Military College at Dun- 
troon, have begun the study of Jap- 
‘anese under a specially appointed 
teacher.

FOR ROBBING OFFICE 


Kansas City Prisoner Believed to 


Be Man Who Deceived Three 
Night Watchmen Here. 


The man who recently got into the 
offices of three St. Louis business 
concerns, at night, by representing 


himself as an expert accountant and 
persuading the night watchman to let 
him in to inspect the books, is be- 
lieved to have been caught in Kansas 
City. 

A photograph of Clarence L. Ryan, 
also known as Conroy, 27 years old, 
who is held in Kansas City on two 
charges similar to those in St. Louts, 
was received at police headquarters 
today and was indentified, the police 
said, by the St. Louis night watch- 
men. Whether the man will be 
bought here or left in Kansas City 
has not been determined. 

"The story of the visit to the office 
of the Charles Thuener Planing Mill 
Co., Prairie avenue and Lucky street, 
the night of Aug. 18, was told to the 
pqjice by Dennis Sweeney, who is 
night watchman there. He said a 
man knocked on the office door at 
11 p. m., and announced he had been 
sent to go over the accounts of the 
bookkeeper, whom he mentioned by 
name. He was admitted, took off his 
coat and went to work over the 
books. The watchman stayed about 
until the man asked him, about Il 
o’clock, to go out and get him a cup 
of coffee. The watchman went, and 
when he returned the man had gone. 
The safe had been opened by means 
of the combination, which was found 
by the stranger in the bookkeeper’s 
desk, and several dollars and a quan- 
tity of stamps had been taken. 

At the office of the Polar Wave Ice 
and Fuel Co., Delmar boulevard and 
Bayard avenue, the next night, and 
at the Christopher & Simpson Iron 
Works, Ninth street and Park ave- 
nue, the night of Aug. 20, the same 
method was used. At the ice office 
only a small amount was obtained, 
but at the iron works the man got 
$135.71.

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STATE MILITIA EAGER 
 TOGD TO FORT SLL 


Men Think Cantonment Will 
Have Many Advantages Over 
Missouri Mobilization Grounds. 


NEVADA, Mo., Sept. 4.—A _  dis- 
patch from Fort Sill, Ok., yesterday 
information that the Mis- 
souri National Guard cantonment at 
Fort Doniphan is rapidly nearly 
completion, was joyously received by 
members of the First and Fifth reg- 
iments, who are eagerly looking for- 
ward to the date of their departure 
from the dusty, sun-baked military 
reservation here. 

The guardsmen will be glad to get 
away from Camp Clark, for the 
State mobilization grounds offer few 
comforts and conveniences that are 
to be found at the permanent posts. 
One of the hardships imposed upon 
the men here is the ban placed upon 
the swimming hole in the northeast 
corner of the reservation. The lake, 
which was formerly used by the 
foldiers for swimming and bathing, 
is near the isolation camp where two 
companies of the Sixth are in quar- 
antine, and special field guards are 
stationed near by to prevent all un- 
authorized persons from approach- 
ing the camp. This restriction com- 
pels the soldiers. to be contented 
with the camp shower baths. 

The Fifth began the second week 
of its intensive training schedule 
yesterday with a resumption of the 
company close order drills in which

particular attention is being paid to | 
the manual of arms, which many of 
the new men are finding a bit diffi- 
cult to master.

This if it takes place will be a hardship on 
scores of thousands who have bought homes in the 
outlying districts of the City, relying on The United 
Railways Company for a single fare.

3. Instruction of blind and maimed sol- 
qdiers in new trades, in England, France 
and Switzerland. 

4. Provision of elementary comforts for 
Belgian soldiers in the trenches, who are 
cut off from their families in Be'’cgium. 

5. Care of the soldiers in the training 
amps and the wounded in the hospitals. 

6. Care of the men who, have escaped 
from Belgium to enlist in the Belgian army 
@nd who are without means. 

7. Provision of necessities and comforts 
“0 Belgian interned soldiers in Holland. 

& Provision of necessities and comforts 
fo Belgian pfisoners of war in Germany. 

The above are all cases in which it is 
@mpossible for aid to be obtained from Bel- 
wtum, and unless these charitable institu- 
Stions are assisted by the British public, the 
Belgian soldiers will not have the necessary 
eomforts, and the plight of the poor unfor- 
tunate Belgian civilians will be miserable 
in the extreme.

WILSON NOTE IN GERMANY. 

Even the press of Austria, which is supposed 
to have furnished the real initiative to the Pope’s 
peace note, finds nothing but bitter words for the 
simple peace formula laid down in Mr. Wilson's 
reply. 

One Vienna paper says the reply is nonsensical, 
is filled with malignancy against Germany and 
reveals ignorance of German political institutions. 

Another says the President sets up a Monroe 
Doctrine for Europe, claims the right to remodel 
state forms and make European countries depen- 
dencies of America. 

In the German press the impious presidential 
assertion that the very head of the system of Teu- 
tonic kultur has forfeited all claim to the con- 
fidence of civilization and become an outlaw, 
with which the public law of the world can make 
no terms, causes an indignation too great for co- 
herent expression. 

One paper says Mr. Wilson draws all his know]- 
edge of Germany from prejudiced British sources. 
Another speaks of his “shameless impudence.” 
Another remarks that the reply of American 
democracy to the Pope’s proposal was framed by 
Mr. Wilson in solitude, without consultation with 
anybody else, whereas the reply of autocratic Ger- 
many will be framed by a commission made up of 
representatives of the people and of the Govern- 
ment. 

But what would happen to a paper in Germany, 
or in Austria, either, which dared to refer to the 
President’s note in other than abusive or at least 
belittling terms?

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REGISTERS OF ST. LOUIS GROWTH. 
The number of names in the new St. Louis 
city directory is placed at 362,260. 
Using a fairly constant ratio the country 
through between city directory names and total 
number of city inhabitants, this figure might 
serve as the starting point in calculations on 
the population rank of St. Louis on Sept. 1, 1917. 
The ratio between the number of Smiths in a 
given city to total number of inhabitants must 
also be fairly constant the country through. An- 
other starting point in interesting calculations 
might be furnished by the 3000 persons named 
Smith who are included in the new editions of 
the directory. 
But such unofficial calculations are not par- 
ticularly important or satisfying. The signifi- 
cant fact is that the new volume is one and a 
half inches thicker than the old one—what is the 
ratio between directory thicknessand population? 
—and that it contains 18924 more names than 
last year’s edition. This increase in the total of 
those entitled to call themselves St. Louisans its 
not sensational. Neither is the increase from 
$427,736 to $443,610 in the total receipts of the 
St. Louis Postoffice last month. 
But both figures are gratifying ps registering 
a steady and substantial growth in the opportuni- 
ties St. Louis presents and a uniform advance in 
all the conditions on which the prosperity and 
rank of a great center of population depend. 
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MAYOR THOMPSON’S OFFENDING. 
The chief harm done by the Chicago Mayor’s 
permisston for the convention of discredited pa- 
cifists to meet in his city was to the pacifists 
and the Mayor themselves. Mr. Thompson’s con- 
temptuous defiance of Gov. Lowden’s order to 
keep this pro-German band from assembling in 
Illinois, as it had been prevented in other states, 
is in keeping with the other actions that have 
earned him the dislike and distrust of loyal 
Americans everywhere. 
Gov. Lowden was, in the main, right. The ap- 
pearance of this band of pacifists elsewhere had 
been attended by riots and other serious breaches 
of the peace. Their avowed purpose was to do 
whatever they might to thwart the will of the 
whole country and to weaken as far as possible 
its determination to wage to the uttermost the 
war into which we have righteously entered. The 
chief executive of a state is primarily charged 
with the duty of keeping the peace fn his com- 
monwealth, and surely he is privileged to refuse 
asylum to disturbance-breeders from other states. 

There was not the slightest chance for these 
friends of the Kaiser to’ bring the great majority 
to their view. All they could hope to do was to 
cripple the country’s potentialities for warfare. 
No greater service than this could be-given to the 
enemies of America, 

Yet, at the moment they succeeded in holding 
their meeting, they failed in its greatest purpose. 


The country’s thought-is not. upon what they did, | 


but upon the way in which they did it. It sees 
them in alliance with a man whose career since 
we entered the war has been notoriously one of 
opposition to every measure that makes it possi- 
ble for our soldiers to meet victory on the battle- 
field instead of defeat. It is concerned more with 
the problem of what should be done or what can 
be done with Thompson than with what these 
migratory ranters have to say about the war. 
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William Randotph Hearst has decided not to 
run for Mayor of New York, which permits the 
world again to turn its undivided attention to the 
great war. 


PATRIOTISM IN THE SCHOOLS. 

In giving instructions to the public school teach- 
ers that the instillation of patriotism in children 
be made a part of their classroom activities, Supt. 
Withers has taken a timely and desirable step. 
Hitherto the saluting of the flag and the sing- 
ing of national hymns have been the only signs 
of national consciousness in the schools, and; as 
Mr. Withers points out, these acts are “merely 
the etiquette of patriotism.” 

The student who salutes the flag because he 
will be kept after school if he doesn’t and the 
pupil who sings “America” for the same reason 
are not likely to grow to maturity with a deep 
reverence for the country and its ideals. It is 
necessary that the children be made to under- 
stand the things that the flag and the hymns 
stand for. This is the task the teachers are asked 
to assume. 

Of the 80,000 children who go back to school 
today, doubtless half have an uncle, father, broth- 
er or friend in the armed service of the country. 
This fact will make it easy for the teachers to 
preach the gospel of real patriotism and country 
love. It is just as important that boys and girls 
be taught to love democratic ideals as it is for 
them to learn to love good literature and good 
music. 

Mr. Withers suggests that the children should 
have the state papers of President Wilson read 
to them. Here is a whole course of patriotism in 
itself. Since the Gettysburg address and other 
utterances of Lincoln have real patriotism and 
national affection been better defined than in 
the statements made by President Wilson since 
the beginning of the war? 

If the children can be made to grasp the sig- 
nificance of the executi¥e’s words and take them 
to their hearts their instruction in patriotism 
may be said to be as complete as it can be made 
in the public schools. 
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“Nonsensical,” says Vienna of President Wil- 
son’s reply to the Pope’s peace proposal, proving 
that Austria’s thinking is still being done by the 
bureaucrats of the Wihelmstrasse. 
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THE TRIAL OF SUKEHOMLINOFF. 

Sukhomlinoff, former Russian War Minister, is 
the first of the pro-German Russian Government 
conspirators to be tried for treason since the rev- 
olution. That he lived to undergo trial is due to 
the sense of justice and the personal heroism of 
Kerensky. How his life was saved is told by Isaac 
F. Marcosson in his book, “The Rebirth of Rus- 


ia,”’ in the following language: 

The arrest of the archtraitor Sukhomlinoff 
created one of the many sensational episodes 
that crowded thick and fast upon this day of 
days (March 13, last). He was found in the 
apartment of a friend and dragged in full uni- 
form to the Duma. The restraint which had 
marked the taking of most of the oppres- 
ors vanished at the sight of the betrayer of 
his country. There was a rush to rend him. 
Kerensky heard the uproar, and placing him- 
self before the shuddering and cowering fig- 
ure, said dramatically: “Every man in Rus- 
sia is now to have a fair trial. I shall be re- 
sponsible for Sukhomlinoff. If you kill him 
you must kill me first.” It was the first 
enunciation of the new rule of justice, and it 
prevailed. 

The ex-Czar, in his far off prison in Siberia 


will watch this and other trials of his former 
tools and confederates with an anxiety that must 
be torture. It is hardly conceivable that he can 
escape the greater condemnation for their mis- 
doings.

Bill Clancy may not be aware of it, but he isa 
poet. We suspected it when we read the news 
that, on the day after the United States declared 
war, Bill tied an American flag on his bayonet 
when he went “over the top” with his Canadian 
comrades at Vimy Ridge, by way of showing, as 
an American, what the Germans might expect. 
But we are sure of it since we have read Bill’s ac- 
count of the incident.

Judging from it alone, one would doubt if Bill 
knew the difference between iambic pentameters 
and olla podridas. It is prosy enough in its com- 
monplace recital of how this was the happiest day 
in his life. But hark at the way it tells of a side 
incident: 

One young fellow got hit with a ptece of 
shell. He asked me to remember him to all 
his people in Newark, N. J. The last words 
he said were “Bill Clancy, I am glad I gave 
my jife for the freedom of the world.” He 
died in my arms. 

So I let him lie, but just before he died he 
kissed my flag. “Ola Glory,” he said. And I 
told him: “Yes, Old Glory, and new glory, 
too.” Poor chap, I did not see him any more, 
for when I went forward again under heavy 
fire I met nry accident. 

There is not a great deal of twanging lyres 
about it when poets like Bill Clancy go charging 
forward under Old Glory, but we'd like to tip our 
friends, the enemy, off to the fact that, when a 
million or so of them get into action sometime 
early in next year, there will be a fearful home- 
sickness in that part of the Great Beyond. where 
Homer and Virgil and Firdusi have their immortal 
habitation.

U. S. Steel and Other Standard Issues Lose 2 to 
3 Points After Being Sharply Higher 
in the Early Trading. 


By aoaeee Wire From the New York 
ureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its eopyrighted financial 
review tofr™*, @ ys: 

“The three-day cessation of trad- 
ing, with its accumulation of news— 
the definite rejection, of the more 
radical war profit taxation proposals 
in the Senate, the German occupu.a- 
tion of Riga, the reception in Ger- 
many of the President's peace reply, 
the continuance of the Italian offen- 
sive and the remarkable fall in the 
exchange reserye—com bined to maxe 
today’s market unusually interesting. 


“Opening with advances of 1 and 2 
points over Friday’s closing prices, 
industrial and railroad stocks con- 
tinued firm in the early trading. Be- 
fore the end of the forenoon, how- 
ever, there was a sharp decline in 
New York Central shares, which 
soon broke more than 6 points from 
the high price of the day. St. Paul, 
New Haven, Reading, Union Pacific 
and other railroad shares soon fol- 
lowed, with breaks of 4 points and 
more. The selling finally spread to 
the industriAl shares, United States 
Steel, which had risen 2 points in 
the morning, fell more than 6 points 
in the afternoon decline.”’ 

Railroads Are Weak. 

“The only news which accompa- 
nied the break in the railroad shares 
was the publication of a number of 
July reports. For the total of all 
lines the New York Central showed 
an increase in gross earnings of $3,- 
900,181 over’ the corresponding 
month of last year, while net earn- 
ings, after taxes, fell off $780,679. 
The Pennsylvania system’s Eastern 
lines disclosed a gain in net earnings 
for the month, and the Western lines 
a decline; but for all lines gross earn- 
ings increased $5,697,506, and net 
earnings advanced $212,746. The 
Erie Railroad, with the highest July 
sross earnings in four’ years, re- 
turned the lowest July net earnings 
in that period, 


“It should be remarked that the 
increases in freight rates granted by 
the Interstate Commerce Com mis- 
sion had by no means gone fully into 
effect in July. In official classifica- 
tion territory for instance, railroads 
did not put any increases into effect 
until July 16, and then only on cer- 
tain classes of freight. The full ef- 
fect of the increases will not be seen 
until the August returns. 

“One of the most interesting items 
in the June detailed Statement of 
foreign commerce, just at hand, is 
that relating to gold exports. Of the 
unprecedented gold exports of $67,- 
164,268 in June. $15,983,400 went to 
Spain and $38, 413,250 to Japan. In 
the entire 12 months ending with 
June the total exports to Spain , 
$70,360,741, and to Japan $110.50 
313, and it is _ noteworthy that o 
these amounts $41,394,502 went t 
Spain in the three months of our w 
Pparticipation—April, May and June— 
alone. 

“The explanation of these shipments 
——-that to Spain for instance, in the 
face of our favorable balance of trade 
and a discount placed by the Bank 
of Spain of 6 per cent on American 
gold coin—largely lies in the fact 
that Great Britain, by selling Amer- 
fean securities here by huge borrow. 
ing, and by shipments of gold to this 
center, has kept sterling rates here 
within about 2 per cent below parity. 
while it has not protected so well 
its other exchanges. Consequently, 
exchange dealers in those centers 
have been seliing sterling exchange in 
New York and withdrawing our gold.
